Landscape Your Own Home 
Grounds 


The plants shown on these pages are 
well suited for home landscape in the 
South, and can be arranged to make a 
most attractive setting. In general it is 
best to confine most of your planting to 
the base of the house, and to the borders 
of your lot, so that the front lawn area 
is open, and this should be planted to 
some good grass for your area. Ever- 
greens and flowering shrubs can be in- 
terplanted in the borders with excellent 
effect, and you can get color in your 
yard almost the year around. In the 
South many evergreen plants, such as 
the Azaleas and Camellias also make 
marvelous flowers, and are all year 
beauties, either as green foliage plants 
or with their colorful flowers. 


INDIAN AZALEAS 


BRILLIANT. Early to midseason. Compact, 
bushy plants with small leaves. Free bloom- 
er, bearing flowers of a deep rose-pink. 


CLEAR PINK. Late. A hardy, compact, free- 
flowering bush with fine foliage.

Camellias are grafted in order to produce 
large bushy plants of fine varieties in a rela- 
tively short time. A fine Camellia variety 
grafted on an 8 to 10 year old Camellia under- 
stock will make a large sturdy plant in 3 to 4 
years, while the same variety grown on its own 
roots from a cutting would take 12 to 15 years 
to make the same size plant. 


The value of the understock used, the labor 
and time necessary to carry out the grafting 
process, and the losses incurred in grafting 
are reasons why grafted plants must be rela- 
tively higher in price than own root plants. 
We cannot recommend grafted plants too high- 
ly, because they are more vigorous in growth 
and give you such quick results.

HOW TO PLANT 
BARE-ROOTED PLANTS AND 
TREES 


Trees lose part of their root system in trans- 
planting, and it is best to cut part of the top 
back to balance up. The hole for planting 
should be dug deep enough and wide enough 
to accommodate the roots without cramping 
them. Side roots should be spread out in a 
natural position and not packed downward. 
Any broken roots should be pruned off, and the 
ends of any roots that are bruised should also 
be pruned back slightly. You can see where 
the soil-line on the tree is and the trees 
should be set from % to 1 inch lower than this 
soil-line. Use good top soil, finely pulverized, 
in filling in. Put in some soil, then work it 
around the roots, keeping the side roots out 
sideways and not packing them downward. 
Pack the soil firmly around the roots when 
you put it in. When the hole is filled to within 
2 to 8 inches of the top, fill it with water and 
let it soak down. Do this two or three times 
until you are sure the soil is thoroughly sat- 
urated to the bottom of the hole. Then fill up 
the hole nearly to the ground level with loose 
soil and do not pack this.

FERTILIZING 


Almost any plant will do better if given a 
balanced fertilizer. Commercial fertilizer 5-7-5 
formula is good on most garden shrubs, trees 
and fruit and nut trees. This should be applied 
about the middle of March, or after the plants 
have been set out. In this case plants set in 
March would be fertilized in May after the 
new roots have started to grow. The amount 
of fertilizer required varies with the size of 
the plant. A half pound per plant on the 
average 2 to 3 ft. plants would be about right. 
Keep the fertilizer out about 6 inches to a 
foot from the trunk of the tree or plant, 
scatter it on top of the soil and water it in.
